Anderson was not deterred. He went 
right at the man, who flung a stone at 
Anderson, but the policeman ducked 
The knife glittered in the air as it 
swung down at the blue uniform, but 
Anderson twisted aside and fired. 


He sent af bullet into the man’s fore­ 
head square between the eyes and 
fired again as the man fell forward, 
this time striking him in the heart. 
The man died instantly. The man wa* 
apparently a maniac. 


School Teachers9 Salaries Less. 
“Public school teachers of the Unit­ 
ed States do not receive enough salary 
to save money to carry adequate life 
insurance or to proceed with further 
professional training,” announced a re­ 
port* of the United States bureau of 
education. 


Most of the teachers of the country 
have, in effect, had their salaries re­ 
duced since 1897, says the report. De- 
*spite an apaprent increase in money 
received by them, the high cost of 
living has cut into their salaries just 
as definitely as if a school board had 
sliced them. 


A teaching position which paid $600 
in 1897 is paying in purchasing power 
the equivalent of about $416 today, if 
measured by 1897 prices; the teacher 
on the $1000 salary gets no more for 
his money than he would have pro­ 
cured fifteen years ago for $693. 


$12,500 Missing From Express Package 


The theft of $12,500 from an express 
package containing $15,000, rivaling 
in some ways the famous Cunliffe rob­ 
bery of several years ago, is puzzling 
county, city and private detectives in 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 


The money was extracted from the 
package somewhere between 
Pitts­ 
burgh and Donora, Pa. It was consign­ 
ed from a bank in the later place to a 
Pittsburgh bank.

WRECKS TOWN 
PASSES HOOSE 


THREE DIE AND FORTY HURT THE VOtT WAS 281 TO 139

When the magazine of the Sunshine 
Om I and Coke company’s mine No. 1, 
three miles from Maaontown, near 
Uniontown, Pa,, exploded the mining 
town was practically wiped out, tkree 
persons were killed and forty men, 
women and children were injured, 
twenty-two of them severely. 


The magazine contained 500 sticks 
of an explosive resembling dynamite, 
but which w<as believed to be non-ex 
plosive. The general 9tore, the home 
of Francis Rocke, an official of the 
company, and twenty-five small dwell­ 
ings were made uninhabitable and the 
inhabitants of the town moved to an 
other mining settlement. 


The dead are: Hary Bossa, aged 
forty-three years, head blown off; two 
unidentified men, who were in the 
magazine when it let go, and were 
blown to pieces. 


The injured are: 
Tony Williams, 
aged six years, terribly burned, may 
die; Frank Tobagollc, thirty-nine, skull 
fractured, may die; Mike Hornat, aged 
eleven;

Two men ent^ d the magazire tc 
procure some of tho explosive, and 
shortly afterward tho little town was 
shaken as though an earthquake had 
occurred. The magazine was blown to 
bits, and the men met the same fate. 


The magazine was about twenty-five 
yards from the general store and also 
about the same distance 
from the 
Rocks home, and many of those most 
seriously injured were in the general 
store at the time of the explosion. Sev­ 
eral of the small dwellings were blown 
from their foundations, and the walls 
of every house in the town were blown 
out. 


Windowpanes in houses two miles 
from the mine were blown out and 
the houser in Masontown were shaken. 
A telephone 
message for help was 
sent to Masontown, and all available 
rigs were sent. 


Bossa, one of the dead, was thrown 
200 yards and his body was badly mu­ 
tilated.

All the buildings in the town were 
owned by the coal company, and its 
loss Is estimated at $75,000, 


There were freight cars near the 
magazine, one of which was loaded 
with dynamite. Fortunately for the in* 
habitants of the town this did not go 
off, although the ronf of the car was 
blown away and other ears were blown 
from their trucks. 


The Underwood bill went through 
tke house and it is now up to the sen­ 
ate to complete the fulfillment of the 
Democratic tariff pledgo.

the main body of the Democrats. Rep­ 
resentatives 
Varey and Stafford, of 
Wisconsin, Republicans, likewise join­ 
ed the Democrats in support of the 
Underwood bill. Representative Kent, 
of California, was the "independent’’ 
who approved the proposed 
Demo­ 
cratic revision by voting for it. Rep­ 
resentative Copley, of Illinois, until 
this session a Republican, now identi­ 
fied with the Progressive party, an­ 
swered “present" when his name was 
called. 


Just before the bill was passed an 
announcement was made by Represen­ 
tative Underwood that created a stir. 
Mr. Underwood served notice that if 
any manufacturer in the United States 
attempted for political reasons to dis­ 
credit the new tariff the administra­ 
tion had agencies within its power to 
deal out punishment to such manu­ 
facturers by publicity of all the facts. 


Mr. Underwood was referring to the 
law passed a year ago creating the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com­ 
merce. This is thé law which Secre­ 
tary Redfield already has seized upon 
in ordering his investigation into the 
pottery 
industry,

Horse raising has recently been at* 
iempted In Alaska and the Yukon ter­ 
ritory. A firm of miners in the Bur- 
wash creek country, 176 miles west of 
White Horse, Yukon territory, made 
the experiment successfully, says the 
Indianapolis 
News. 
Owing 
to 
the 
abundance of fine lands available for 
pasturage in Alaska and the Yukon, 
the growing of horses in the north 
should spread rapidly if subsequent 
tests in the Burwash creek country 
prove as successful ae the first re­ 
corded. 
A pasture is maintained on 
the Duke river, where horses can live 
all the winter without being stabled or 
fed. 
Last summer 25 
brood 
mares 
were imported from Vancouver, and 
these are wintering nicely, all of them 
being reported as being in good condi­ 
tion. Late in the fall of 1911 a number 
of horses used in previous summed by 
the 
international 
boundary 
survey 
corps were taken to the head of the 
White river, near the 
international 
boundary line, and turned out for the 
winter. Having been brought from the 
Oregon ranges the previous spring, a 
number of mares foaled last spring, 
and all the colts lived and are doing 
well, making more hardy animals than 
their predecessors. Several instances 
are known in which colts foaled in the 
far north have grown into the hardiest 
horses, having become fully inured to 
the severity of the winters. 
It has 
been observed that when horses have 
lived for some length of time in this 
region they become naturally protect­ 
ed from the extreme could by the 
growth of a longer coat of hair. Some 
instances have been reported in which 
horses have been seen with a crop of 
hair similar to that of the buffalo.

In the doal between tho city, tho 
Soutfa Park commission, and the Illi­ 
nois Central railroad, the city acquires 
;ho riparian rights from Twelfth street 
;o Fifty-first street, affording opportu­ 
nity for tho creation of island parks 
tor miles along the shore. 
Tho plan 
:alls for tho extension out into tho 
lake of tho present shoro lino by fill­ 
ing, and tho making of a narrow island 
Dr strip of land about seven or eight 
miles long, paralleling the shore lino 
ffom Grant Park 
to 
Jackson park, 
ibout 400 feet out in tho lake. 


Between the extended 
shore 
lino 
and tills outor strip of parks will be a 
iagoon, approximately 400 feet wide, 
providing a calm, comparatively safe 
waterway for canoeing, motorboating 
md rowing. Channels, giving access 
from the lagoon to tho lake, will be 
provided at intervals, viaducts will 
connect the island parks and the shore, 
two great pleasure1 piers, 
extending 
naif a mile out into' tho lake, will be 
constructed, and a boulevard connect­ 
ing Grant and Jackson parks, will be 
built along the lake side of tho outer 
jtrip of land. Bathing beaches will bo 
constructed at various points, and tho 
island parks will be real playgrounds 
for all of Chicago, where basoball, ten­ 
nis and all manner of outdoor sports 
may be indulged in. All this will be a 
part of a chain of parks and boule­ 
vards which will extend 20 miles along 
the shores of Lake Michigan. 


The Field Museum of Natural His­ 
tory, over which so much controversy 
has been waged, due to tho successful 
flght made against its location 
in 
Grant Park, will be located on mado 
land immediately east or lakeward of 
the present Illinois Central 
railroad 
depot, which depot Is to be torn down 
and a new one built 
facing 
north, 
fronting on Twelfth street, and abut­ 
ting on Michigan avenue. In this po­ 
sition the museum will overlook Grant 
Park, looking north. 


The made land required 
in 
this 
Scheme can be provided, at practically 
no cost, at tho rate of 100 acres a 
year, by utilizing Chicago’s waste ma­ 
terial.

WHEN A NAME MEANT MUCH 


Los Angeles, Cal.—Twenty 
“baby 
farms,“ where profits are coined out 
of nameless little lives, have been 
found operating just outside the city 
limits of Los Angeles, by Dr. E. O. 
Sawyer, county health officer, who has 
demanded immediate action on the 
part of the board of supervisors. 


These institutions, said Dr. Sawyer, 
are conducted for profit by persons • 
who have no interest in the children, 
nnd were removed from the city to I 
escape municipal regulation. 
They 
harbor mostly foundlings and the ba­ 
bies of persons who would rather hide ! 
their parenthood. 


“I found babies kept in the most 
repulsive squalor,” said Dr. Sawyer. 
“To make profits out of the 
small 
sums paid as ‘board’ some of the pro­ 
prietors of baby homes kept the chil­ 
dren in a half starved and half clothed : 
condition. 
Insanitary conditions exist | 
in every case.” 


Each of the “farms” harbors from j 
three to sixty 
babies. 
Dr. 
Sawyer i 
said that a county ordinance providing i 
strict regulations was necessary to j 
protect not only the children in the 
homes, but also to protect the health 
of the community.

OMJBJ years ago, saya a writer in 
the London Field, I was en­ 
camped iu a district which was 
seldom visited by Europeans 
in India, and news was brought to 
me of a large panther which had its 
home in some rocky hills not far 
from my encampment One afternoon 
I proceeded to the hills, where the 
panther’s den was pointed out to me. 


A scrutiny of the ground showed it 
to be most unfavorable for securing a 
suitable position for building a shelter 
wherein to wait for the animal. 
The 
cave in which the panther had taken 
up Its abode was at the foot of some 
high precipitous basaltic rocks, where 
it was impossible to select a site above 
the cave, while the ground from the 
cave sloped steeply downward to the 
valley beneath and was covered with 
large bowlders interspersed with acrub 
jungle.

School Teachers' Salaries Less. 


"Public school teachers of the Unit- 
ed States do not receive enough salary 
to save money to carry adequate life 
insurance or to proceed with further 
professional training," announced a re- 
port, of the United States bureau of 
education. 


Most of the teachers of the country 
have, in effect, had their salaries re- 
duced since 1897, says the report. De- 
spite an apaprent increase in money 
received by them, tho high cost of 
living has cut into their salaries just 
as definitely as if a school board had 
sliced them. 


A teaching position which paid |600 
in 1897 is paying in purchasing power 
the equivalent of about $416 today, if 
measured by 1897 prices; the teacher 
on the $1000 salary gets no more for 
his money than he would have pro-

Sev- 
eral of the small dwellings were blown 
from their foundations, and the walls 
of every house in the town were blown 
out. 


Windowpanes in houses two miles 
from the. mine were blown out and 
the houses- in Masontov/n were shaken. 
A telephone 
message for help was 
sent to Masontown, and all available 
rigs were sent. 


Bossa, one of the dead, was thrown 
200 yards and his body was badly mu- 
tilated.

Fortunately for the in- 
habitants of Iho town this did not go 
off, although the ronf of tho car was 
blov/n away and other cai*a were blown 
from their trucks. 


TARIFF BILL 
PASSES HOUSE 


THE VOTE WAS 281 TO 139 


Underwood Says If Manufacturers Try 


to Discredit New Tariff For Pol|t(. 
cal Reasons They Will %% Exposed. 


The Underwood bill went through 
ike house and it is now up to the sen- 
ate to complete the fulfillment of the 
Democratic tariff pledge. 


For the first time In twenty years 
tho Democratic party saw a general 
tariff measure go through the house 
of representatives with the certainty 
that in one form or another it will in 
a few months be the law of the land. 
As the house Democrats drove home 
the last spike in their labors the cere- 
mony was purely formal. 


The Underweod bill was passed by 
the house by a vote of 281 to 139. Only 
five Democrats strayed from the party 
fold when the issued finally was join- 
ed. Four Progressives, two Republi- 
cans and one independent, formerly 
Identified with the Republican party, 
Toted with the Democrats, Represen- 
tatives 
Broussard, 
Dupree, 
Morgan 
and Lazaro, of Louisiana, and Smith, 
of New York, Democrats, 
registered 
their protests 
against the proposed 
tariff revision by voting in the nega- 
tive. 
Representatives Kelly and Rup- 
ley, of Pennsylvania; Nolan, of Cali- 
fornia, and 
Bryan, of 
Washington, 
were the Progressives who sided with 
the main body of the Democrats. Rep- 
resentatives 
Varey and Stafford, of 
Wisconsin, Republicans, likewise join- 
ed tlie Democrats in support of the 
Underwood bill. Representative Kent, 
of California, was the "independent" 
who approved 
the proposed 
Demo- 
cratic revision by voting for it. Rep- 
resentative Copley, of Illinois, until 
this session a Republican, now identi- 
fied with the Progressive party, an- 
swered "present" when his name was 
called. 


Just before the bill was passed an 
announcement was made by Represen- 
tative Underwood that created a stir. 
Mr. Underwood served notice that if 
any manufacturer in the United States 
attempted for political reasons to dis- 
credit tlie new tariff the administra- 
tion had agencies within its power to 
deal out punishment to such manu- 
facturers by publicity of all the facts. 


Mr, Underwood was referring to the 
law passed a year ago creating the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. This is thi law which Secre- 
tary Redfield already has seized upon 
in ordering his Investigation into the 
pottery 
industry, 
which 
has 
been 
threatening to cut wages If the Under- 
wood rates prevail.

SEASONABLE IDEAS.

To make a cheap floor w a x . use a 
pound of beeswax and three pints of 
turpentine. 
Cut the 
wax 
in small 
pieces, and put them into a pan, Set 
the pan in hot water and let the wax 
welt. Take it off the fire and add the 
turpentine to the wax. mixing thor- 
oughly. Use when cold. 


To make ¿ r o o d dust rags, use paraf- 
fin wax mixed with turpentine. 
Melt 
the wax and add enough turpentine 
to mix well, then dip the cloth in this 
mixture. 


Floor mops for hard wood floors can 
be made at' a quarter the price of the 
boughten variey, and fully as service- 
able. 


The housekeeper who likes system 
keeps an inventory of most of her 
household belongings. 
Things are ar- 
ranged on selves or boxes in certain 
places, well labeled, and in her desk 
is a house book telling the number or 
amount of said bag. box or drawer 
full of articles. In case of illness or 
going away any one unacquainted with 
the house can find anything needed. 


Underclothing,

hats, wraps, furs, in fact anything that 
is worn or used, will come under this 
list, and be helpful to keep.

the Duke river» A v h e r o horses can live 
all the winter without being stabled or 
Ced. Last summer 25 brood 
mares 
were Imported from Vancouver, and 
these are wintering nicely, all of them 
being reported as being in good condi- 
tion. Late in the fall of 1 9 1 1 a number 
of hoises used in previous s u m m e d by 
the 
international 
boundary 
survey 
corps were taken to the head of the 
White river, near the 
international 
boundary line, and turned out for the 
winter. Having been brought from the 
Oregon ranges the previous spring, a 
number of mares foaled last spring, 
and all the colts lived and are doing 
well, making more hardy animals than 
their predecessors. 
Several instances 
are known in which colts foaled in the 
far north have grown into the hardiest 
horses, haviog become fully inun^d to 
the severity of the winters. 
It has 
been observed that w b e n horses have 
lived for some length of time in this 
region they become naturally protect- 
ed from the extreme could by the 
growth of a longer coat of hair. Some 
instances have been reported in which 
horses have been seen with a crop of 
hair similar to that of the buffalo.

good l u the ten-cent variety, but will 
not look quite so well as a eerving 
dish. 


Digestion waits on appetite, and ap- 
petite on" the appearance and flavor 
of food, so that the more attractive 
it is in its appearance, the more ap- 
petizing and, in consequence, the more 
digestible the food will be. 


An attractively laid table, well-sea- 
soned food and hot dishes hot, cold 
dishes cold, will further induce diges- 
tion of these foods. These may seem 
minor things, but are really of a good 
deal of importance In home-making. 


A ' d e l i c i o u s meat dish to serve from 
a casserole Is chicken 
with 
vegeta- 
bles. 
Parboil the fowl, if old and 
tough, then brown 
In a frying 
pan 
with a little butter; pour over the 
broth in which» the fown was stewed, 
add a few eighths of potatoes ( p a r - 
boiled), a few pieces of carrots and 
three or four small onions. Cook to- 
gether for an hour In a moderate oven 
in a closely covered caBserole. 
Serve 
on the table In tlie casserole. 
The 
nice thing about casserole cookery Is 
that the meat and vegetables are ajl 
together in one dish, loss meat may 
be used and all are piping hot. 


Another important point to be noted 
In casserole cookery, is that tough 
meat may be used and made palatable 
by long, slow cookery. 
The meat

in the subway if Police Prosident von 
Jagow consents, says a ' Berlin 
dis- 
patch. 


Some months ago the Berlin under- 
ground railway announced that smok- 
ing would be absolutely forbidden af- 
ter a spcciflcd date. It was declared 
that the smokers deflled the cars and 
that their running to and fro in search 
of the smoking coach, which it \Yas 
impossible to place in the same rela- 
tive position on each train, caused 
Bprîôus delays and detracted from the 
eillciency of the service. A tremend- 
ous protest went up and every Berlin 
paper sided with the smokers; but 
the ralway company was obdurate,

affords quicker communication along 
its route and wlllingly sacriflced their 
extra sleep daily in order to smoke 
on their way to and from work. 
Tho 
company sought various explanations 
for the falling off lu its roceipts, but 
soon discovered that the abolition of 
tho smoking cars was tho cause of tho 
loss of business. 
Announcement has 
now been made that tho smoking cars 
will bo replaced, providing Von Jagow 
is willing to rescind tho police or- 
der.

ices in the army add up to more than 
150 years are Brig. Gen. Daniel H, 
Brush, commanding tho department of 
alifomia; Col James N. Allison of Governors island, and Col. John I, Clem, 
now on duty In Chicago. 
Colonel Clem is affectionately known to his com- 
rades of the service as "Johnny Clem, drummer boy of Chickamauga."

3r strip of land about seven or eight 
miles long, paralleling the shore lino 
ffom Grant Park 
to 
Jackson 
park, 
ibout 400 feet out in tho lake. 


Between the extended 
shore 
line 
and this outoi' strip of parks will be a 
iagoon, approximately 400 feet 
wide, 
providing a calm, comparatively safe 
waterway for canoeing, motorboating 
ind ro\-:ing. 
Channels, giving 
access 
from the lagoon to the lake, will be 
provided at 
intervals, 
viaducts 
will 
connect the island parks and the shore, 
two great pleasure' piers, 
extending 
aalf a mile out into' the lake, will 
be 
constructed, and a boulevard connect- 
ing Grant and Jackson parks, will be 
built along the lake side of tho outer 
3trip of land. Bathing beaches will bo 
constructed at various points, and the 
.sland parks will bo real playgrounds 
Cor all of Chicago, where baseball, ten- 
nis and all manner of outdoor sporta 
may be indulged in. All this will be a 
part of a chain of parks and boule- 
vards which will extend 20 miles along 
the shores of Lake Michigan, 


The Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory, over which so much controversy 
has been waged, due to the successful 
fight 
made against its location 
in 
Grant Pai'k, will be located on mado 
land inimedlately east or lakeward of 
the present Illinois Central 
railroad 
depot, which depot is to be torn down 
and a new one built 
facing 
north, 
fronting on Twelfth street, and abut- 
ting on Michigan avenue, 
hi this po- 
sition the museum will overlook Grant 
Park, looking north. 


The made land required 
In 
this 
iBcheme can be provided, at practically 
no cost, at tho rate of 100 acres a 
year, by utilizing Chicago's waste ma- 
terial.

At tho Woburu experimental fruit 
farm a long inquiry has ben conduct- 
ed into the effect of grass on trees, 
and the experiments which have been 
carried out form the substance of the 
thirteenth report of the farm, which 
has Just been Isrued. 


It has been shown that the general 
result of grassing the ground, either 
by sowing seed or replacing the turf 
after tho trees havo been planted, is 
the arrestation of all healthy growth 
and tho absolute 
stunting 
of 
tho 
tree. 


A light and unhealthy character im- 
parted to the leaves is one of the first 
noticeable results of the 
action 
of 
grass upon trees. 
With trees that are 
feeling the full effect of grass the 
fruits are found to be small and ill 
developed. 


Tho variations In soil temperature 
are less when the ground Is grassod, 
and thlfl alone would be favorable to 
tho growth of trees; but this good in- 
fluence 
is outweighed by the 
dele- 
terious effects.—London Daily Mail.

Los Angeles, Cal.—Twenty 
"baby 
farms," where profits are coined out 
of nameless 
little lives, have 
been 
found operating just outside the city 
limits of Los Angeles, by Dr. E. O, 
Sawyer, county health officer, who has 
demanded 
immediate action 
on the ! 
part of the board of supervisors. 


These institutions, said Dr. Sawyer, 
are conducted for profit by persons ' 
who have no Interest in the children, 
and were removed from the city to I 
escape 
municipal 
regulation. 
They 
harbor mostly foundlings and the ba- 
bies of persons who would rather hide i 
their parenthood. 


"I found babies kept in the 
most 
repulsive squalor," said Dr. Sawyer. 
"To make profits out of the 
small 
sums paid as 'board' some of the pro- 
prietors of baby homes kept the chil- 
dren in a half starved and half clothed 
condition. 
Insanitary w^nditions exist 
In every case." 


Each of the "farms" harbors from 
three to sixty 
babies. 
Dr. 
Sawyer 
said that a county ordinance providing 
strict regulations 
was necessary 
to 
protect not only the children in the 
homes, but also to protect the health 
of the community.

up Its abode was at the foot of some 
high precipitous basaltic rocks, where 
It was impossible to select a site above 
the cave, while tho ground from the 
cave slopetl steeply downward to the 
valley beneath and was corered with 
large bowlders Interspersed with scrub 
Jungle. 


Used a Goat For Bait 


As it was impossible to find a tree 
strong enough to bear a shelter, a plat- 
form raised about three feet from the 
ground, so as to get a view over some 
bowlders, had to be built and this was 
Inclosed in the front and on both sides 
by leaf screens. 
After this was built 
a goat was tied about twenty
